What treatment 1* neceuary te give 


corks used in the float* of carburetors 
in order to prevent absorbing gasoline 
and co increasing their weight and alco 
prevent them from being attacked by 
acid*, small traces of which are often 
present in gasoline? 


Cork floats are usually dried out thor- 


oughly and then carefully shellacked. 
Unless yon are familiar with this kind 
of work It would be more satisfactory 
to purchase a new float, which is Tery 
reasonable In price.

pets. Would you adviss putting fiber 
top* on the tappets? 
Could this be 


made durable, and what kind of fiber 
must be used? 


It is not advisable to put fiber in 


your tappets. A better method its to 
adjust them so that the clearance be- 
tween the tappet and the valve stem 
is at a minimum, or about the thick- 
ness of a heavy sheet of paper. The 
tappets are adjusted first by loosening 
a lock nut which holds the tappet solid 
in the push rod, into which it screws. 
When the lock nut is loosened tbe tap- 
pet Is screwed out until the clearance 
between tappet and valve stem is as 
stated. Then the lock nut is tightened ' 
again. Adjustment of tappets should ' 
be done when the motor is warm. If 
the adjustment is dons when the motor 
Is cold the expansion of the valve 
parts, du« to the heat, nay hola the 
valves off their seats. 


Before adjusting tb* tappets yon 


should make sure the valves do -not 
Btcd grinding because when tbe valves 
are grot»4 the tappets will hare to be 
readjusted.

Are there any transmissions in use in 


which the gears are always in mssh, 
and, if to, what are their aa'vantagee 
over the other or eliding gear, and what 
are the advantage! claimed fer the 
sliding gear? 


There are two common types of 


transmission In ivhicb the gears nre 
always in mesh—the planetary and the 
individual clutch. The former Is used 
In some cars ami the latter principally 
In trucks. The main advantage of the 
constant mesh gearing is that there is 
no danger of stripping the genre through 
careless driving, as the gears _are al- 
ways In mesh. The planetary also has 
the advantage that It Ig simpler to op- 
erate. It is objectionable, bo-srerer, 
because of the noise It makes and be- 
cause of the fact that It. is,practically 
limited to tiro speed designs because 
of the complication in three and four 
speed types. 


The individual clutch transmission Is 


also more complicated than the sliding 
type, which It resembles, in that It has 
the same number of gearg. arranged in 
the same way, but instead o? the gears 
sliding on a squared or splined main 
shaft they are loose on a round shaft 
When one of these gears is to be 
brought into action it is made to rotate 
with its shaft by means of a dog 


ing flt on the shaft and tbe other of 
which. Is an integral part of the gear.
